1 . Applicant's amendment filed 6/1 8/09 has been entered. Examiner acknowledges 
claims 1-22 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 23-35 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose nor fairly suggest a method for manufacturing an electronic part in which a 
layer having a uniform thickness is formed pressing by a pressurizing means the second support 
member including the copper foil with the insulating sheet to the height of the at least one 
conductor portion using said at least one conductor portion; and removing said power supply 
film (claim 23) and in the context of the recited apparatus along with its depending claims.
